Status Under War Plans 


STODDARD LEAVES 
TO ARRANGE SHIFT 


Officers Okay Revision;| 24 


Need for Coast Defense 
of Georgia Is Outlined. 


Conversion of the 122d infantry 
of the Georgia National Guard 
into a coast artillery antl-aircraft 
regiment appeared assured yes- 
terday when officers of the regi- 
ment voted 26 to 4 in favor of the 
proposal of the War Department. 


Adjutant General John E. 
Stoddard. left last night for Wash- 
ington to inform Major General 
Albert Blanding, chief of the mi- 
litia bureau, of the approval of 
the officers and presumably to 
work out details of the conversion. 

Alexander Approves. 

General Stoddard said that the 
large majority of the regiment’s 
officers, including the command- 
ing officer, Colonel T. L. Alexan- 
der, had approved the conversion. 

“The army general staff be- 
lieves that under its modernized 
plan of national defense the 122d 
would me a ‘non-essential unit’ as 
an infantry regiment and that it 
would be of great value as an 
anti-aircraft regiment,” General 
Stoddard said, “The officers of 
the regiment have signified their 
approval and I have no doubt but 
that the change will be made in 
a short time.” 

General Stoddard said he ex- 
pected to remain in Washington 
several days. 

Strength Increase. 

The adjutant general explained 
that establishment of a coast ar- 
tillery regiment in Georgia would 
increase grertly the strength of the 
national guard and would not in- 
terfere with the status of the of- 
ficers of the 122d. 

“The plans calls for the transfer 
of all officers in their present 
rank,” General Stoddard said. “No 
officer will lose rank or other rat- 
ing under the plan. It is solely 
to make an essential unit out of 
one considered non-essential un- 
der the new defense program.” 

General Stoddard said that the 
plan had been submitted to him in 
a letter from General Blanding 
and that he had laid it before the 
officers of the 122d without rec- 
ommendation. The adjutant gen- 
eral himself is a coast artillery 
officer. 

No Coast Defense. 

War Department officials, in re- 
vealing the conversion movement, 
points out that Georgia has a 
long sea coast and ho military 
unit of consequence to provide for 
its defense. 

“It is generally accepted,” one 
high ranking officer pointed out, 
“that the next war in which our 
country engages will be. a war 
wherein we are attacked by a for- 
eign power. The next war will 
be on American soil and we are 
looking first toward the defense of 
our coast. ‘We consider an anti- 
aircraft regiment in Georgia vital 
because of the state’s long coast 
line.”

Withholding details of the cost 
of the new air program and the' 
number of planes, the President | 
declared that in view of the world | 
events of the last few years and | 
scientific. advancement in waging | 
war, the whole orientation of this 
country with regard to the North, 
Central and South American -con- 
tinent has had to be changed. 

Definite Solidarity. 

He said there is today a soli- 
darity among the American re- 
publics and Canada more definite 
and unanimous than in the last 
120 years since the Latin Ameri- 
can republics struggled for inde- 
pendence. 

These nations, the President de- 
clared, were unanimous in the be- 
lief that, as a continent, they and 
the United States must be prepar- 
ed to outline continental solidarity 
as it was portrayed at the 1936 
Buenos Aires peace conference. 

As a step in that direction he 
said he was conferring to see 
what was necessary to maintain 
continental solidarity against any | 
threat of aggression from any oth-| 
er continent. 

In that study, which was pur- 
sued at a long conference at the 
White House yesterday with of- 
ficials from the War, Treasury, 
Justice and WPA agencies, the 
President said the first thing real- 
ized was the fact that any possible 
attack from abroad has _ been 
brought much closer than 50 years 
ago—primarily. because of air- 
craft.

Will Leave Cabinet in 


, January; President Also 


Announces His Son Is 
No Longer Secretary. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(A) 
Homer S. Cummings, 69-year-old 
attorney general, will leave Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s cabinet in Jan- 
uary to resume the private prac- 
tice of law. 

The President disclosed at his 
press conference today that Cum- 
mings had asked to be relieved 
and said the resignation—which 
has not yet been formally present- 
ed—would be effective early in 
the new year. The date has not 
been determined. 

At the same time, Mr. Roose- 
velt said his 30-year-old _ son, 
James, had resigned from _ the 
White House secretariat pending 
his complete recovery from an op- 
eration he had last September. 
James, now recuperating on a 
California ranch, is expected to 
return to his post in the spring. 

The President said he had not 
considered, so far, appointment of 
a successor to Cummings. James’ 
post probably will not be filled 
during the interim. 

In announcing Cuminings’ in- 
tention to resign, the chief execu- 
tive took cognizance for the first 
time of persistent reports of pos- 
sible cabinet changes. He left the 
door open for other cabinet re- 
placements when he told inquirers 
there were no other resignations 
as yet. 

There have been reports that 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel C. 
Roper might leave the cabinet, as 
well as Secretary of War Harry 
H. Woodring, Secretary of the 
Navy Claude: A. Swanson, Post- 
master General James A. Farley 
and Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins. 

The President told reporters he 
was sorry to see Cummings g0 
because he had made a splendid 
record during his five and a half 
years’ service in the nation’s law 
department. 

While Mr. Roosevelt said he had 
not decided upon a _ successor, 
speculations centered tonight on 
Solicitor General Robert H. Jack- 
son. Before being appointed to 
his present post Jackson was as- 
sistant attorney general.

A FIT MEMORIAL 

The proposal that a mountain in north 
Georgia be renamed “Bleckley” mountain, as 
memorial to the late Chief Justice Logan E. 
Bleckley, of the Georgia supreme court, is one 
that should receive immediate endorsement by 
all Georgians who know anything of the man 
it is thus planned to honor. For surely, in all. 


the history of memorials and statues and hon-’ 


ors to human greatness, none more fitting than 
this has ever been suggested. 

It was Chief Justice Samuel C. Atkinson who 
on Monday last first suggested the plan. He 
made it in his speech at exercises honoring the 
late Logan Bleckley, the chief justice’s son, who 
served as clerk of the state court of appeals for 
31 years. 

Chief Justice Bleckley was a man of integrity 
as rugged as the rocks of the mountains that he 
loved. He was a frequent resident of the north 
Georgia country and was often heard to say, 
often wrote, of the inspiration and spiritual. 
strength he derived from their towering peaks. 

Justice Atkinson suggests that the legislature 
be asked to designate a given mountain, one 
that Justice Bleckley loved especially, as 
“Bleckley” mountain. 

If the late justice today looks down from 


some Valhalla of the valiant upon the scenes he - 


knew during his earthly life, he could not select 
any method of perpetuating his name in the 
hearts of Georgians more suitable to his own 
character than this. No soul but would fee) 
pride through eternity to know he was deemed 
worthy, by his descendants, of giving his name 
to such a mountain, the most majestic work 
of the God of nature. 


THE DANGER OF “DUMPING” 


The dangers of a surplus commodity “dump- 
ing” program have been forcefully highlight- 
ed in an incident which threatens the relations 
of the United States with Argentina on the eve 
of the Lima conference, at a time when close 
co-operation is needed as never before. 


It appears that the misunderstanding Has: 


arisen because of erroneous information, but 
even so it has furnished a lesson. According 
to press dispatches, the president of a Kansas 
City, Mo., grain exporting company arrived 
Thursday in Rio de Janeiro to offer surplus 
wheat to the Brazilian government. Rumor 
had it he had been pledged the co-operation 
of the Department of Agriculture; in diplomatic 
language was representing the United States 
government in negotiation for disposal of a part 
of the surplus to Brazil, which happens to be 
the best customer for wheat grown in the Ar- 
gentine republic. 

In Buenos Airés the flareback came immedi- 
ately. Representations were made to the Unit- 
ed States government by President Roberto M. 
Ortiz which made it plain that, if the rumor 
were to be substantiated, the effort to “dump” 
the surplus wheat at the expense of Argentina 
would be the equivalent of an “international 
incident.” 

The Department of Agriculture has denied 
any association with the Missouri salesman. If 


_ the projected transaction was a legitimate ef- 


fort to consummate a private sale at existing 
price levels in the world market, then certain- 
ly no interference by this government is war- 
ranted or desirable. Argentina holds the mar- 
ket under fair trade competition, but cannot 
expect to hold it at the expense of other gov- 
ernments and other peoples even at a time 
when friendship with that nation is more than 
usually desirable. 

Assuming, for the sake of argument solely, 
that the Department of Agriculture had au- 
thorized negotiations by the private citizen—as 
must be the case in a “dumping” program— 
no more graphic example can be found of the 
serious effects which may follow such a prac- 
tice. 
| e announced plans to reduce surplus 
stocks by sale at sacrifice prices abroad met 
stern opposition from Secretary of State Hull, 
yet were authorized without regard to the pro- 
tests he lodged and without regard to his ef- 
forts to restore international trade to a balance 
of reason in a world of trade hampering re- 
strictions. Mr. Hull has been able also, over 
the last five years, to so collaborate with the 
President that the effect of long years of Re- 
publican rebuffs to South American friend- 
ships had been almost wiped out. Argentina, 
rocked in the cradle of British and German 


capital, has, particularly, been drawn closer 


than before to the Washington government de- 


spite the“diplomatic difficulties ensuing from 
a bar on cattle importations from that coun- 


‘ 


try under the guise of quarantine measures 
promulgated by this same Department of Agri- 
culture. If now a wheat “dumping” plan has 
been drawn to slice away the Argentine market 
by unfair trade means, then truly someone in 
Washington has blundered seriously. 

The export of munitions is subject to license 
issuance by the State Department. The ex- 
port of cut-price surpluses by other govern- 
ment departments could well be drawn under 
this restriction, and with equal, or better, rea- 
son. 


THE DANGER OF TAKING TOO MUCH 

Behind an understandable anonymity a 
wealthy man of New England recently ex- 
plained in a letter why he felt the seeming 
drive to undermine wealth, under the guise of 
redistribution, was more harmful than bene- 
ficial to the people of the nation. The burden 
of government, he inferentially pointed out, in- 
evitably would fall upon the little: man nearer 
and nearer the bottom economic stratum as 
wealth is depleted. 


He frankly classified himself as an “eco- 
nomic royalist” living in a tax area where it’s 
too expensive to live or die. Seventy-nine per 
cent of his income, plus state income tax, is 
taken away each year and if he died the gov- 
ernment would get 70 per cent of what’s left. 
“I can’t afford to make money, save it, give it 
away or spend it. I’m hedged in by an insur- 
mountable tax barrier. Out of every dollar I 
receive the federal government takes 79 cents. 
I get 21 cents. I can’t afford to. take a busi- 
ness risk under that kind of handicap. There’s 
no incentive, anyway.” 


Pointing out the detrimental effects of con- 
fiscatory taxation on business, he wrote: “The 
bulk of the nation’s working capital is now in- 
active. It’s lying in the frigid tax zone. The 
25 per cent bracket is the freezing point for 
capital. If the government will unfreeze the 
water in my pond I’ll prime my own pump.” 

“I used to spend lots of money,” the letter 
reads. “I owned a yacht which cost me $100,000 
per year to operate, practically all of which 
went directly or indirectly into labor. But 
every time I paid out $1 for labor I paid the 
government $4 for the privilege. So I sold the 
yacht at a junk price, divided the comparative- 
ly small proceeds among the employes, most of 
whom had been with me many years and ex- 
pected to remain many more, and said good- 
bye. Don’t know where they dre now—probably 
on relief. But I can live without a yacht if 
they can live without a job. If I want recre- 
ation on the water I can paddle a canoe. 

“I can get along, too, without an office in a 
skyscraper. I can move into a tent if necessary, 
use a box for a desk, write my own letters by 
hand and do my own office work, if there 
Should happen to be any, if the government 
wants it that way. But I won’t be able to pay 
any taxes because I won’t have any money and 
I won’t hire anybody because I’ll be doing my 
own work, such as it is.” 

“And I don’t have to have an elaborate home 
with beautiful gardens. I can give it up to the 
bats and the weeds. I can fire all the em- 
ployes who work on the place and move with 
my wife into a two-room apartment. We can 
do our own cooking, ride the street car or walk. 
We started that way and we can finish that 
way. I’m as much at home in overalls as ina 
dress suit. I can put out as much or as little 
work on a public relief project as the next man. 
I can wear only one pair of pants at a time 
and eat only so much a day. I’m made of the 
same clay as other men. I’d as soon be buried 
in a pine box as in a silver casket. 

“I have been a large employer of capital and 
labor. I have contributed heavily toward the 
support of government. I have aided in the 
social, moral and intellectual advancement of 
my day. It has been my pleasure, as well as my 
duty and responsibility. I have never been in 
the “red” to society. I belong to the old school 
of citizens which desire to be an asset to civ- 
ilization. But I now check out. I relinquish it 
all to government with deep regret.” 

But, as this anonymous writer aptly inquir- 
ed in closing, “I wonder what will become of 
this nation when. the government distributes 
all that I and my kind possess and prohibits 
further accumulations? Who will pay the 
taxes? Who will employ the labor as we grad- 
ually go from the yacht to the canoe; from the 
mansion to the hovel; from wealth to poverty?”

COUNTING THE SLAIN WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The 

smoke of battle clears, and it is 
possible to count the slain and enumerate those who escaped un- 
scathed from the recent engagement at the polls. Among Repub- 
licans, of course, the casualties were few, and there are half.a dozen 
warriors already thinking of themselves as the party Hectors, who 
should have the great reward in 1940. But even among the Demo- 
crats, who have not finished burying their dead, some of the cas- 
ualities were at least well chosen. 

Massachusetts’ former Governor, James M. Curley, for example, 
is a man whom his party can well do without. The home-coming 
of Mayor Hague’s Jersey City organization should give the richest 
pleasure to every believer in the American constitution. Although 
Puddler Jim Davis is not such-a-much, it will be nice to see the 
United States senate unornamented by George P. Earle, who must 
now stand a real investigation of the doings during his Pennsyl- 
vania governorship. 

And there is the happy instance of the Honorable Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, high commissioner of the Philippine Islands, owner of the 
handsomest face in American politics, and ex-dictator of the state 
of Indiana. There was a time when the McNutt presidential am- 
bitions seemed to have some substance. It was a pretty dreadful 
prospect, for, besides his distressing air of having just descended 
from a white horse, McNutt is remarkable for his carelessness of 
the civil liberties, and for his success in building one of the most 
efficient, ruthless and shamelessly greedy state political machines 
ever seen. 

Fortunately, the McNutt machine broke down badly in the elec- 
tion. Having renominated Senator Frederick Van Nuys in order to 
prevent his telling tales out of school, the machine’s rulers planned 
to demonstrate their strength by piling up a tremendous Van Nuys 
majority. Then Van Nuys squeaked through by a paltry handful 
of votes, making the McNutt machine look completely silly. And 
now, when McNutt goes shopping for convention delegates, he is 
likely to find the stock exhausted or already bespoke. 


FINIS PROFITS Moreover, while some Democrats have lost, 

others have gained. Among the gainers 1s 
Postmaster General James A. Farley. He worked hard and well, 
as only he knows how, to put the ticket over in all states. He has 
an honest passion for his party, and he is sure to have been dis- 
tressed by its losses. , Yet those losses actually consolidate Farley's 
position as the leader of the Democratic organizations. 

In the first place, the losses have greatly weakened the men 
around the President who wish to defy Farley, and nominate a 100 
per cent New Dealer in 1940. And, in the second, the losses have 
done little to injure Farley’s power among organization Democrats, 
and have actually increased it in some states. Indiana is a case in 
point. Farley could never stomach McNutt, having parted com- 
pany with him as long ago as 1932. Now he need worry very little 
about McNutt’s presidential candidacy, and may even be able to 
assert his influence in McNutt’s own state. 

Another case is Michigan, where Murray Van Waggoner is re- 
puted to have helped defeat Governor Frank Murphy. With Mur- 
phy out of the picture, Van Waggoner is Michigan’s strongest Demo- 
crat, and he is a warm friend and admirer of Jim Farley. Other 
losses do Farley no harm, either. In Pennsylvania, his rivals having 
been beaten, Senator Joe Guffey will probably manage to make 
himself supreme once more. Guffey has always played ball with 
Farley. So has Mayor Hague, whose control of the Jersey dele- 
gation to the Democratic national convention has not been jeopar- 
dized by the recent failure of his senatorial candidate and deserved 
repudiation of his methods. 


INTERESTING INDIVIDUAL Generally speaking, of course, 


Farley's greatest gain is the in- 
creased respect of most Democratic leaders for the middle-of-the- 
road policies he preaches. Perhaps by wishful thinking; the lead- 
ers have concluded that Farley’s moderation might have prevented 
the middle-class revolt of last Tuesday. In fact, if Farley is not a 
candidate himself, he is now surer than ever of having a large 
hand in picking his party’s ’40 candidate. The joint search for this 
interesting individual, which the President and Farley must now 
undertake, is bound to be one of the really exciting events of the

ANOTHER NO. 1 PROBLEM Surgeon General Thomas H, 


Parran, in connection with the 
appraisal of the health work done in TVA, yesterday said of the 
south that it was the No. 1 health problem of the nation. 

The general did not mean this as an attack on the south. There 
is no need so to interpret it. He meant it as a fact, which fact is 
supported by undisputed statistics. 


The south has the fewest physicians, per capita, the fewest hos- 
pitals and— 

The highest death rate. 

Dr. Parran, in investigating and appraising the health work of 
TVA, declared it had done but a bare minimum. He pointed out: 

Typhoid deaths in the south are 10 per 100,000 population, as 
against two in the rest of the country. 

The tuberculosis death rate is notoriously high, with Tenes- 
see’s rate the highest in the nation. 

While the south has only 30 per cent of the nation’s population, 
65 per cent of the people who acquire syphilis live in the south. 

Infant and maternal mortality are higher than in other states. 

The south has one doctor to 1,024 people, as against one to 759 
in other sections. 

Southern facilities for treating mental patients are greatly de- 
ficient. 

Of the major diseases only cancer is more prevalent in other 
sections, 

The states presenting the most serious health problems are 
Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, Virginia, Oklahoma and 
Texas. 

The south has started work on its problems of health. The Rivers 
administration has provided twice as much for health as was ever 
provided before. The state, just yesterday, obtained funds: with 
which to correct a shameful condition of housing in the state's 
mental institution at Milledgeville. Georgia, through supplying 
funds to rural communities, has begun work on the elimination 
of the syphilis problem. 


AGAIN, THE ECONOMIC PROBLEM Again, it is the eco- 
nomic problem. 

It is a very great shame that people die or are made physically 
inefficient by pellagra. Yet they are. Pellagra is caused by a diet 
lacking in proper vitamins. A shocking number of Georgia people 
cannot afford any other diet. There is no excuse for pellagra. 

There is no excuse for 10 people dying from typhoid. Typhoid 
may be prevented. 

Malaria takes its toll. Malaria may be prevented. Large areas 
of land in Georgia have been abandoned because of the prevalence 
of malaria. Nothing is done about it. 

Georgia has been provided with double the amount of money 
spent in other years. Yet there is not enough to do more than scratch 
the surface. 

We haven't the money to spend. The problem then, is to raise 
the income. The problem, then, is how?. The answer is to create 
markets, to diversify crops, to raise livestock, to develop dairying, 
to escape from complete dependence on cotton or tobacco. But, first, 
comes markets, not free land or any other panacea. There can't 
be a panacea. There must be a market. That is why livestock is 
the immediate objective. There always is a market for livestock. 

Not until there is more money can there be more money to 
spend on public health. Not until government funds were made 
available was it possible to scratch the surface as we now are 


doing. 

ABOUT “TOBACCO ROAD” A few days ago I was in Jef- 
ferson county. It is a grand 

county with a wonderful citizenship. It can tell you about “To- 

bacco Road” which is in one corner of the county, stretching over 

into Richmond county. 

The people in Tobacco Road, the book, are real, living people. 
They are not fictionized. All of them are living except Jeeter, who 
died last summer from a combination of hard work, malaria and 
pellagra. 

“I saw the play in New York last year,” said one man, a news- 
paper writer, and when ‘Dude’ came on the stage, I said to myself, 
“They’ve sent down there and got Dude. That's him.” 

They know the people of Tobacco. Road. | 

Those hungry, depraved, ignorant and diseased people who make 
up those known as “Tobacco Roaders,” were created by the system 
under which they lived. There are, if you trace them out, some 
fine old blood lines in those dreadfully-neglected people. They are 
pitiful people and something over which to shudder. But they are 
our own creation. 

One of these days we will have a sterilization law for the adults, 
and the children will be taken away and given a chance. 

There are many things to do. There is no reason to object to 
the report of the NEC; it proves again the south is the great oppor- 
tunity of the nation. There is no need to object to the facts of health.

The Anti-Saloon League, guided by a shrewd lawyer, taught 
America the technique of dictating laws by scaring congressmen. 

The Legion, unwilling to accept a bonus but soon persuaded by 
scheming politicians to demand it as a right, improved upon the 
first lesson and taught voters the art of using scared or unprin- 
cipled legislators to get money from the public treasury. 

We are not discussing the right or wrong of what they did, but 
only its effect. It exposed one of democracy’s inherent and fatal 
weaknesses—a weakness pointed out by enemies of freedom when 
America was young, and foreseen and dreaded by Jefferson. 

When Roosevelt had taught people to regard government assist- 
ance as their right, and experience had shown that recipients of 
government benefits show their gratitude at the polls, it was per- 
haps inevitable that politicians with little else to recommend them 
should see the possibilities of the weakness and hasten to make 
use of it. 

The scheme is beautifully simple. Though.dressed in fine words 
and camouflaged with noble sentiments, it strips down to a simple 
matter of barter: If you will give me a good job, I will give you a 
certain amount of the public’s money. 

As a piece of “practical politics,” it is unbeatable. The voters 
bribe the politician by offering what they have to give, and he 
bribes them by offering what he can give. 

Jefferson knew it was unbeatable. And he also knew it could 
be fatal, for there is no end to it once the trick is learned. 

Unmarried women can organize and demand pensions; parents 
can organize and demand free college education, with all expenses 
paid, for their children; women can organize and demand $1,000 
each for having babies; the ailing can organize and demand com- 
fortable pensions for all who are unable or reluctant to work. 

There is no limit, except the government’s ability to collect taxes 
or borrow money. And legislators, desperately eager to keep their 
jobs, will provide what the voters demand. If they refuse, their 
jobs will be given to more venal creatures who will play the game. 

The end, of course, would be inflation, worthless currency, and 
utter ruin for everybody—with the former chiselers starving first. 

To say it can’t happen is to overlook our habit of trying to get 
something for nothing and our ability to silence the voice of con- 
science when others are doing it. Our only hope is that patriotism 


and common sense have more influence than lunacy and greed.
